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Glimpses of Bible Work in the Panama Canal aad 


Central America Agency Ky,

UR point of departure for these glimpses 

of Central America is the Bible House 

at Cristobal. This magnificent building, situ- 

ated at the northern end of the Panama 

Canal, is a gift of the Maryland Bible Society 

to the American Bible Society, on the one 

hundredth anniversary of the latter. What 

could be more appropriate and more suited 

to the spirit of the time in which we live 
than this building? 

Cristobal is par ex- 
cellence a traffic cen- 
ter. Coaling and 
provisioning of the 
ships is done at this 
end of the Canal. All 
ships must perforce 
stop here, which is 
not the case with Bal- 
boa, on the Pacific 
side. The Panama 
Canal is the funnel 
through which passes 
a world traffic. It is 
both the carotid ar- 
tery and the jugular 
vein of the lifeblood 
stream of commerce 
that circulates through it from New Orleans 
and New York, England, Scandinavia, France, 
Spain, Portugal, and Italy—not only to West- 
ern, South, and Central America and Mexico, 
but to San Francisco, Seattle, and Victoria, 
as well as far-away Japan, China, Australia, 
and New Zealand. 

One of the most common sights in Cristobal 
recently has been groups of khaki-clad_vet- 
erans returning from the battlefields of France 
to their homes in the Antipodes; and at 
least one lot of Canadians returning to British 
Columbia—having a day on shore while their 
transport was taking on the needed coal. The 
woolen uniforms worn in Europe are hardly 
suited to the heat of the tropics, and the 
transit from Europe to Australia is a long 
and trying one on the transport. The sol- 


diers therefore enjoy to the full their day

groups perspiring profusely in their woolens, 
enjoying to the full the cool drinks, ice cream, 
and fruits to be obtained here, as well as the 
auto and truck rides, music and refreshments 
furnished by the hospitality of the people 
and of the government of the Zone. 

While many European and American boats 
go through the Canal, others make Cristobal 
their terminal, delivering their cargoes on the 
wharves here to be 
taken up by the va- 
rious lines of coasters 
and carried to the 
seaports of the Pacific. 

At the present time 
boats coming here 
from San Francisco 
deliver heavy cargoes 
of coffee and other 
tropical products 
gathered in Central 
America, which are 
taken by the trans- 
atlantic ships to Eu- 
rope. They then load 
up with freight for 
Central American and 

Mexican ports, and, 
taking on coffee as they discharge the general 
cargo, return to San Francisco again, heavily 
laden with the produce of the tropics (coffee 
predominating), for American consumption. 

Within the distance of a short city block 
from the entrance to the wharves, and within 
less than that distance from the doors of the 
freight depot and the ticket offices of some of 
the steamship lines, a better location could 
not have been found than that occupied by 
the Bible House. There is no hotel or board- 
ing house or shipping concern, except some 
of the steamship offices, so favorably located 
as is this Bible House. 

The residence of the Agency Secretary is 
located in perhaps one of the most desirable 
quarters of Old Cristobal. On. the third 
story, above the surrounding buildings, it 
receives all the breeze there is stirring. Be- 
neath the graceful fronds of the cocoanut 
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palms, from this floor we have a command- 
ing view of the harbor. Nota ship can pass, 
either to dock or to enter the Canal, without 
remaining for some time in full view from als 
Bible House. 

On the second floor are the assistant’s 
quarters and rooms where passing mission- 
aries can find lodgings while waiting to make 
connections with their boats going to and 
from their respective fields. From three to 
five dollars per night is charged by the hotels 
of Colon for a room alone. Hence, by fur- 
nishing this accommodation, the American 
Bible Society saves the various Mission 
Boards a great many dollars of expense. 
Within the last month we have had as many 
as sixteen missionaries temporarily lodged 
here at one time, some of whom have been 
obliged to wait for three weeks in order to 
make their boat connections. 

Last and best of all, is the modernly 
equipped office on the ground floor, where 
labor-saving devices enable one to make the 
most of the time spent at the desk. 

The providing of accommodation to passing 
missionaries is of course merely incidental to 
the great purpose of the building; namely, 
the furnishing of a home and center for the 
activities of the American Bible Society in 
this part of the world. One can but thank 
God for the prophetic foresight and grasp of 
the trend of events that led to the establish- 
ment, in the very heart of these pulsating 
activities, of an institution whose sole object 
is the publishing and circulating of the Book, 
the teachings of which, like the white cells of 
the blood, disseminated through these arteries 
and veins of commerce, shall make for the 
health of the nations, attacking and destroy- 
ing the causes of national disease through the 
regeneration of the individual. 


The Twin City, Cristobal-Colon (Spanish for 
Christopher Columbus) 

There has been some confusion in the minds 
of those unacquainted with the Canal Zone 
regarding the geography of these places. Colon 
was founded in the middle of the last century 
as a terminal for the Panama Railway Com- 
pany. At present it is a city of about 20,000 
inhabitants, entirely surrounded by the ter- 
ritory of the Canal Zone, but under the gov- 
ernment of the republic of Panama. The 
ground on which the city is built is largely 
the property of the Panama Railway Com- 
pany, and therefore of the government of the 
United States; but it is a Panamanian city 
in everything except that the United States 
government has become responsible for the 
sanitation and health of Colon for an indefinite 
period. 
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Cristobal is the name of that part of the 
twin city within the limits of the Canal Zone 
and under United States administration. It 
is the residence of the employees at this end 
of the Canal. Here are quarters for families, 
and bachelor quarters for uhmarried men and 
women employees, both colored and white. 
In Cristobal are located a post office, restau- 
rant for employees, Canal commissary, ice 
and refrigerator plants, terminal building of 
the Panama Railway Company, club house, 
Army and Navy Y. M. C. A., steamship 
offices, police and fire stations, etc., etc. 

As a rule, only employees of the Panama 
Canal Commission and others more or less 
directly connected with the government, or 
engaged in work for the welfare of the em- 
ployees, reside in Cristobal, where nearly all

the buildings are devoted to some special 
purpose in connection with the business of 
the Canal. 

In Colon, on the contrary, we have a con- 
glomeration of nationalities such as is to be 
found (in so small a compass) in few places 
in the world. Negroes predominate. We 
have the English-speaking negroes from Ja- 
maica, the Barbadoes, and Trinidad; also the 
quaintly-dressed Martinican, speaking the soft 
French patois of that island. 

The large merchants of Colon are mostly 
Chinese; while on Front Street the Hindus 
are quite prominent with their stores of dry 
goods, silks, and fancy articles from the East, 
including ivory-carved images of the gods and 
goddesses of Hindu mythology. The Hindu 
merchants of the Isthmus come mostly from 
Sindh and Bengal. Other parts of India are

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The General Synod of the Reformed Church in America

WITH SPECIAL REFERENCE TO LEXINGTON

N the year 1812 Gen. Andrew Jackson 
made his famous voyage from Nashville 

to Natchez, with fifteen hundred soldiers, to 
fight the British at New Orleans. He took 
with him, also, two young men whom he had 
incidentally met, but who had a very different 
objective. Samuel J. Mills and the Rev. J. N. 
Schemerhorn were scouts for an army of quite 
another sort. They had been sent out by the 
missionary societies of Massachusetts and 
Connecticut and the Bible societies of Phila- 
delphia and New York to explore ‘‘the regions 
beyond,” and especially the unknown territory 
of the recent “‘ Louisiana Purchase,’’ and learn 
their religiousneeds. When Gen. Jackson, under 
a change in the war policy of the United States 
government, was forced to return to Nash- 
ville, these two young messengers of the 
churches continued their voyage to New Or- 
leans on a flatboat, thus avoiding the expense 
of steamboat travel. Before they met Jack- 
son at Nashville, however, they had visited 


Lexington, Ky., and reorganized a local Bible 
society which had been organized there in 
1809, one of the earliest Bible societies in 
America—only a year later than the very first. 
one which was organized in Philadelphia in 
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1808. Everywhere they went these two apos- 
tolic youths organized Bible societies—in Ohio, 
in Indiana, in Illinois, in Tennessee, and even 
‘in New Orleans, after consultation with the 
Roman Catholic clergy there. When Mr. 
Mills returned, as he did alone, arriving from 
Philadelphia in 1815, he was just a little too 
late to see in January the defeat of the British 
general, Packenham, by ‘“‘Old Hickory,” who 
had so kindly taken him two years before 
from Nashville on his first missionary tour. 
No doubt Gen. Jackson felt a kinship between 
Mills and himself, for Mills was every inch a 
man and a hero and had braved many hard- 
ships and dangers for the kingdom of God's 
sake. 
Thus the strands of history are ever inter- 
woven, and God uses wars to set forward his 
kingdom in the world. In the development 
of the American continent the American Bible 
societies, at first local then national in their 
scope, have had a large place. To Lexington 
belongs the honor in this as in other spheres 
of pioneer leadership. In May, 1816, the 
local Bible societies of the country united by 
a convention held in New York to form the 
American Bible Society. In September of the 
same year the Kentucky Bible Society was 
formed in Christ Episcopal Church, in Lex- 
ington, ‘‘Auxiliary to the American Bible So- 
ciety,”’ with his Excellency Gov. George Madi- 
son as president, and the Lieutenant Governor, 
Gabriel Slaughter, as vice-president. The 
ancient record gives a long list of the clerical 
and lay membership, among them the Rev. 
Dr. James Blythe, the Rev. David Barrow, 
of Montgomery, the Rev. James Lyle and 
Mrs. Peggie Lyle, Dr. Walter Warfield, Thomas 
Bullock, Henry Martin, of Woodford County, 
John Brown, of Frankfort, James Alexander, 
of Paris, Ky., Robert Barr, Dr. John Todd, of 
Fayette County, Major John Tilford, and 
Major John McDowell. Major Alexander 
Parker, of Lexington, was made treasurer, the 
Rey. Silas M. Noel, of Frankfort, correspond- 
ing secretary; Ebenezer Sharpe was recording 
secretary, and Thomas T. Skillman was 
steward. Many of the citizens of Lexington 
hoped that their city would be made a dis- 
‘tributing center for the South and West, just 
as New York was the base of supplies for the 
tegions east of the mountains. The newly- 
organized society, therefore, was not merely 
| content to circulate Bibles. It published from 
1820 to 1823 several editions of the 12mo 
| Bible in English from stereotype plates which 
‘the American Bible Society sent from New 
‘York, numbering two thousand 
copies at least. It was cheaper to. print the 
_ Bible in Lexington and distribute it from 
there. This led to the formation after a little

of the “Independent Kentucky Bible So- 
ciety,’ with Gov. Isaac Shelby as president, 
which zealously prosecuted its work, part of 
it being a little aside from the ordinary course 
of Bible work. One of -its members, Mr. 
Thomas T. Skillman, was deeply concerned 
to issue not only Bibles but evangelical litera- 
ture in its defense and interpretation. But 
after a few years the ‘‘Independent Kentucky 
Society”? was merged again in the Kentucky 
Bible Society. Meanwhile a new organization 
had come into being. It was called, in the 
quaint phraseology of the day, the Female 
Bible Society of Lexington, and it also. was 
organized in Christ Episcopal Church, De- 
cember 12, 1822. 

The Rev. Richard D. Hall, “A Presbyter of 
the Episcopal Church” and “Agent of fthe 
American Bible Society,” presided, and Mrs. 
Eliza Hall, wife of the Rev. N. H. Hall, of 
the Presbyterian Church, was made president. 
Among the long list of the ladies present or 
who became Members for Life by paying $10 
‘‘in specie,” we find the names of Mrs. Blythe 
and Mrs. Skillman, Mrs. Catherine Beach, 
who is noted as a member of the Baptist 
Church, Mrs. John Breckenridge, Mrs. Berry- 
man, Mrs. Eleanor Blackburn, Mrs. Bodley, 
Mrs. Nancy Bell, Mrs. Massie, Mrs. Combs, 
Mrs. John Hunt, Mrs. 5. Norton, Mrs. Sally 
Wickliffe, Mrs. Pindell, and Mrs. Morton. 

Every Protestant church in Lexington was 
represented. The second annual report of 
this society, published in 1825, is now pre- 
served in the library of the T ransylvania 
University; but although the society con- 
tinued its labors for at least half a century, 
its records are thus far not to be found; never- 
theless, it is unmistakable that the hearts of 
the best men and women in Lexington and 
its vicinity were in these organizations. 

In 1836 the ‘Lexington and Vicinity Bible 
Society’? was formed and made directly an 
auxiliary to the American Bible Society, 1n- 
stead of indirectly through the state society. 
The minute book of the society shows that 
the relation between New York and Lexing- 
ton was a close one, as there is a considerable 
correspondence inserted there between the 
Rev. Dr. J. C. Brigham, Corresponding Sec- 
retary of the American Bible Society, and the 
secretary of the Lexington Society, Mr. W. A. 
Leavy. Dr. Brigham paid a visit to Lexing- 
ton and assisted in the first beginnings of the 
society’s work. Dr. L. P. Yandell was made 
president and we find such names as those of 
the Right Rev. Bishop Benjamin Bosworth 
Smith, of the Episcopal Church, Dr. J. Fish- 
back, Dr. T. P. Satterwhite, Dr. M. T. Scott, 
Mr. D. A. Sayre, and others whose names are 
well known in Lexington and Fayette County- 
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Unfortunately, however, some of its records also 
are lacking, so that a complete account of its 
transactions cannot be given at present. Mr. 
Leavy was succeeded as secretary by Mr. 
George Blackburn Kinkead, and the records 
since 1855 are quite complete. At the semi- 
centennial of the society, in the First Pres- 
byterian Church in Lexington, an address was 
delivered by Dr. Lyman Beecher Todd, replete 
with historical memoranda and personal rem- 
iniscence, The present secretary of the 
society is his son. Evidently, however, the 
time had come when the Kentucky Bible So- 
ciety was to be succeeded by various other 
county, town, and city societies—Louisville, 
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as possible. The subsequent history of the 
society is comparatively easy to follow. 

shows, as similar records show all over the 
country, that the change in both secular and 
religious methods of transacting business 
makes it increasingly difficult to follow too 
closely old paths.

Maysville, and others. The constitution of 
the society provides that it shall attempt the 
circulation of the Holy Scriptures in this city 
and county and in such adjacent counties 
as have not Bible societies of their own. It 
is further provided that if the friends of the 
Kentucky Bible Society and the Fayette 
County Bible Society shall deem it inexpedient 
to dissolve these institutions the members of 
the same shall be cordially recognized as 
members of the Lexington and Vicinity Bible 
Society. This shows the transition that was 
going on between the state organization and 
its successors in city and county, and shows 
also how quick the people of Lexington were 
to make such a transition as easy and natural 


flew in the midst of heaven having the ever- 
lasting gospel to preach to every nation and 
tongue. Let Bible societies take notice. 
With such an inspiring history in the back- 
ground of the Lexington and Vicinity Bible 
Society, there should be no difficulty in find- 
ing the safe path to a thoroughly modern and 
progressive institution. The present officers 
of the society are Dr. Frank Helm Clarke, presi- 
dent, Mr. James A. Todd, secretary, and Mr. 
Garland H. Barr, treasurer, and it may be noted 
that a hundred and fifty dollars has just been 
forwarded to the American Bible Society for 
its general work. The board of managers of

Earty in May a Congress of Religion was 
held in Madrid, Spain, celebrating fifty years 
of religious toleration. It was a great Protes- 
tant gathering. Representatives were there

from South America, and one of the Bible 
Translation Committee, representing the 
American Bible Society, was present to bring 
the greetings of Spanish-American Protestant- 
ism.

The American Bible Society has made 
slight contributions to the work in Spain, 
practically all the work there, however, being 
carried forward by the British and Foreign 
Bible Society.

THE first issue of the Forergn Missions Year- 
book of North America has met one test of 
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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 

HE first stated meeting of the Board of 

Managers of the American Bible So- 

ciety in its one hundred and fourth year was 

held at the Bible House, Astor Place, New 

York, on Thursday, May 1, 1919, at 3.30 

p.m., President Churchill H. Cutting in the 
chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. Sidney L. Gulick, D.D., son of one of 
the first representatives of the American Bible 
Society in China, and himself long a mission- 
ary in Japan, at present secretary to the Com- 
mittee on Relations with the Orient, Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in America. 
Dr. Gulick read from the fourth chapter of 
DE: Corinthians, after which he offered prayer. 

Minutes of the various standing committees 
were presented and approved. 

On the report of a special committee ap- 
pointed in connection with the retirement of 
Mr. Wood from the Presidency, the following 
resolutions were adopted: 

Whereas, James Wood, Esquire, who has 
been for eight years the President of the So- 
ciety, has resigned from that office on account 
of advancing age and his expressed desire to 
be relieved of the responsibilities of the posi- 
tion, although still willing to be engaged in its 
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success. The edition for 1919 has been sold 
out. Edited by Burton St. John, under the 
auspices of the Committee of Reference and 
Counsel, it is a book of one hundred and sixty 
pages, the first ten being devoted to the home 
base, some forty-five pages presenting brief 
illuminating field reviews covering Latin 
America, Asia, and Africa, and another forty- 
five pages being devoted to a directory of mis- 
sionary societies, etc., with a series of statisti- 
cal tables. Prepared primarily for ministers 
and local leaders of foreign missionary inter- 
ests of Protestant churches, it can be used as 
a text-book for a short course in the general 
study of conditions on mission fields through- 
out the world. Its chief function, however, is 
that of a convenient book of reference to any- 
one studying the problem of the development 
of missionary interests in America. There are 
also some special articles, the most striking 
of which is that on ‘‘ Visualizing Missions.” 
It promises to be a valuable annual publi- 
cation.

as the presentation of the Society’s work to 
the public at important meetings and convo- 
cations, such as his assistance in the celebra- 


tion of the Ter-centenary of the English Bible, — 


his presiding at the Centennial of the American 
Bible Society in Washington, at which the 
President of the United States participated, 
and his presiding at the World’s Bible Con- 
gress in San Francisco in 1915. 


The Board of Managers recognize in Mr. 


Wood’s labors in connection with the Ameri- 
can Bible Society the climax of long periods 
of services with other religious organizations, 


his experience in which seems to have cul- — 


minated in his activities with this Society. 
Mr. Wood in his many years of service in 
such organizations was, for example, presiding

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officer for twenty-five years of the New York 
Yearly Meeting of Friends, embracing New 
York and Vermont; presiding officer for ten 
years of the Five Years Meeting, embracing 
all Orthodox Friends in the United States and 
Canada; president of the Westchester County 
Bible Society for fourteen years; special rep- 
resentative to the Presbyterian Alliance at its 
session in 1892; a member of the Interna- 
tional Peace Conference, held in Rome in 
1891, by appointment of the American Peace 
Society, confirmed by the United States State 
Department. 

Resolved, That the Board of Managers ex- 
tend their unanimous and cordial thanks to 
Mr. Wood for the benefits which the Society 
has received from his long service as its 
President. 

Resolved, That Mr. Wood be requested to 
continue to act with the Society as a mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers, so that the 
Society may still continue to have the help 
of his active labors and his judicious coun- 
sels. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions, 
properly engrossed, be presented to Mr. Wood, 
as an expression of the unfeigned gratitude of 
the Society. 

The Committee further recommended that 
Mr. Wood be made President Emeritus of 
the Society. This recommendation was favor- 
ably referred to the Annual Meeting of the 
Society. 

The Annual Report of the Board of Mana- 
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gers for the one hundred and third year, as 
approved by the Committee on Anniversaries. 
was adopted for presentation to the Annual 
Meeting of the Society. 

Mr. Charles F. Darlington, of New York, 
was elected a Manager. 

The Secretaries reported a call from the 
Rev. Myron A. Clark, accompanied by Sr. 
Domingoes A. d’SaOliveira, of South America, 
who expressed cordial thanks for the courtesies 
and assistance rendered by the American Bible 
Society in Latin America, and for the valuable 
services to many phases of Christian work by 
Dr. Tucker, the Agent in Brazil. 

The. Secretaries reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of April, 1919: 

To Brazil, 4,874 volumes, valued at 
$1,443.73; to Panama Canal and Central 
America, 2,000 volumes, valued at $341.03; 
to La Plata, 17,203 volumes, valued at 
$3,273.39; to Mexico, 2,282 volumes, valued 
at $351.95; to West Indies, 1,530 volumes, 
valued at $507.00. Total, 27,889 volumes, 
valued at $5,917.10. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month of April, 1919, were 118,331 volumes.
